1. Claims 1-36 are pending in the application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-14, 26, 33 and 34, renumbered as claims 1-17, are allowed since the instant 
compounds of formula I and pharmaceutical compositions containing these compounds 
are neither disclosed nor obvious over the prior art. In the prior art, Meissner ( WO 
2005/025579, cited on applicant's form 1449 ) discloses 1— heterocyclic-4-azasteroids 
as androgen receptor modulators of formula I ( see page 6, lines 20-26 ) which are 
closely related to the instant compounds. However, the compounds of Meissner differ 
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from the instant compounds in lacking C(R2R3) group linking tetracyclic ring system 
and bicyclic ring system and furthermore, there is no teaching, suggestion or motivation 
in the prior art to modify the compounds of Meissner to prepare the instant compounds.
